Acco rdin g to

Star the acciden t hap p en ed ju st as 
the ju dge was leav in g the co u rt ho u se 
to go ho me, an d it is tho u ght he did 
n o t hear the car o p acco u n t o f his 
deafn ess an d walk ed directly in fro n t 
o f it. 
His death 
resu lted p rimarily 
fro m the n erv o u s sho ck , his p hy si­ 
cian said, altho u gh the ju dge was 
p ain fu lly in ju red.

died there were at his bedside Mrs. 
Stu bbs, his wife,

Man y p erso n s witn essed the acci­ 
den t in which the ju dge lo st his life. 
It hap p en ed at a time when o fficials 
an d emp lo y es were leav in g the co u rt 
ho u se, an d when the street was fu ll 
o f p edestrian s. 
The 
.ju dge was 
cau ght u n awares by ¡the car an d was 
thro wn to the track befo re he co u ld 
mak e an effo rt to escap e its 
p ath. 
That lie was cau ght by a gu ard was 
all that sav ed him fro m bein g gro u n d 
to death in stan tly u n der the wheels.

The state o f Misso uri and the city 
of Hannibal, which lies upo n the Mis­ 
so uri bank o f the mig hty Mississippi, 
are jo ining hands just no w to do ho n­ 
or to their pro phet, w ho o nce g o o d na- 
turedly resented the characterizatio n 
of “the first Misso urian” o n the g ro und 
that he was “no t so o ld as all that.” 
Ev en witho ut such tang ible ev idences 
o f the fo rmer residence o f Mark Twain 
in Hannibal’s midst, the city where he

Ou that last v isit-to Hannibal Mark 
Twain was nearly killed by the peo ple 
—with kindness. Liv ing o n o ne square 
meal a day to ward o ff his ancient 
enemy , dy spepsia, he was inv ited to 
abo ut twenty breakfasts, luncheo ns and 
dinners daily during the week 
he 
spent there. He fo und it necessary , in 
o rder to preserv e his life a few y ears 
lo ng er, to appo int sev eral g astro no mi- 
cal pro x ies. 
One o f his understudies 
in this line, I can assure the g o o d 
ho usewiv es o f Hannibal, was fo under­ 
ed fo r ten day s afterw ard and really 
nev er y et has quite reg ained the jo y ­ 
ful appetite he po ssessed in earlier 
y o uth. 
Hannibal, in truth, is the ho me o f 
g o o d co o ks and g enero us ho spitality . 
Judg e Sy dney J. Ro y , secretary and 
literary lig ht o f the Co mmercial club, 
has written: 
‘‘It is a city o f ‘ho mes.’ 
Peo ple ‘liv e’ rather than reside o r bo ard 
In this riv er metro po lis.”
